And like most students, they have pro 
bahly adopted the attitude of 'wait and see what happens. 

What are the limitations or Student Power? Do students have the right 
to a voice in university administration? Do they have a right to a voire 
in academic decisions'/ Do lliey have a right to bring about universal

The answer to those above questions is undeniably <yes The method 
whereby students bring almut these reforms is another questlOon, 
Methods from rational negotiation to violent "Burn Baby Burn have 
boon bantered about by students clean across Canada. 

CUS lias advocated non-violent strikes and "it-Ins. These methods 
are used widely by lalxmr unions In society today. They are In a sense 
drastic measures but by no means violent or irrational. Before measures 
of this sort should be employed, it Is hoped that students Interested 
in bringing about reform should attempt lo negotiate for quiet actions 
at a bargaining table. When negotiations have broken down, then and *nly 
then, should serious consideration Ikj given ^demonstrations and strikes. 

New committees are lo lw set up at Laurentian to Improve communi- 
cations and exchangeof Ideas between faculty, students and administration. 
These committees will work only if all three parties concerned enter 
Into (item with honest spirit and honest intentions to Improve Laurentian 
University, for It is In the improvement of Laurentian University as 
an academic community that the first Interest of students should lie. 
When an improved academic community has been achieved, ttio gratuates 
of this university will naturally carry newer and better Ideals Into the 
society outside. 

The word "apathy" has plagued sludotns for years. Claude Blssel at 
the University of Toronto charged U. of T. students with allowing 
the acdemlr community In Toronto to deteriorate through apathy. 
Lot us sincerely hope that what Claude Blssel said in Toronto may 
never apply in Sudbury, The tools forisnproving Laurentian are at hand. 
It Is now up to us, students, faculty and administration to take these 
tools in hand and create the ideal academic community.

Last spring I had the pleasure 
of representing the student body of 
my college at a committee meeting 
In Queen's Park, Toronto. One of 
the bills dealt with by the House Co- 
mmittee concerned an amendment 
to the Charter of Laurentian Univer- 
sity of Sudbury,' After a longdiseu- 
ssion the bill was deferred to a fu- 
ture session of the Provincial Leg- 
islature with the recommendation 
that students and Faculty at Laur- 
entian University should be consu- 
lted before returning the proposed 
amendment to the Bouse. 

At a meeting of the Moint Stri- 
king Committee of the Board of Go- 
vernors and Senate* held on Friday 
July 19, 1908, it was decided that 
a 'Presidential Advisory Commit- 
tee' l>e established and Its scope 
defined. 

The Committee Is to be composes 
of three members from the Sen- 
ate, two members from the Board 
of Governors, teaching staff, and 
student body, and one member from 
the administration. 

The purpose of this Presidential 
Advisory Committee Is Laurentian's 
answer to the recommendation of the 
Legislature's House Committee. 

*To study the channels of commu- 
nication, the consultative structures 
and procedures, and areasof decisi- 
on-making within Laurentian Unive- 
rsity, and to make recommendatio- 
ns thereon to the President of the 
University.' 

1 think Laurentian's answer is 
a good one but this isouly thebegin- 
ing. with an amendment to the Laur- 
entian Charter coming before the 
Provincial Leclslature in the near 
future, now is th* time to act, now 

Is the time to initiate snme truly pr- 
ogressive changes on the Laurentian 
campus, 

Alittle known fact to most Laur- 
entian University student* is that 
University has a student Senate me- 
mber with full voting powers. Idare 
to suggest tliat Laurentian students 
deserve at least one representative 
member on the major academic po 
llcy formulating body of their Univ- 
ersity, the Senate. 

Many other innovations are need- 
ed and we must chose our represen- 
tatives very carefully. Members 
must be chosen by September 27 wi- 
th the first meeting taking place on 
October 16, 1968. 

Yes, we have college militants 

on the Laurentian campus similar lo 
those found on campuses in the Uni- 
ted States, France, and West Ger- 
many but we also have a second gro- 
up of student leaders. 

To the University of loronto's 
President Mr. Claude Blsselt these 
students are activists who believe 
the university is central In Canad- 
ian society and that it should bo go- 
verned to reflect the views of those 
most closely Identified with it t Said 
Mr, Blssell "These students belie- 
ve in open discussion, and, in the 
statement of their views, they are 
persistent, uncompromising, and 
immensely sell-assured." 

Students of Laurentian our hope 
for the future lies In this latter gro- 
up. The next general S.G.A. meeting 
of the year will be held sometime 
next week. Be there and help choose 
our two student representatives.

HOUSING

Reports that there is a shortage 
of adequate housing for students of 
Laurentian University areuntounded 
states Mr, Gilbert Dumas, headed 
Laurentian University Student Hous- 
ing Service, 

Last year LUSHS found suitable 
lodging for approximately 200 stu- 
dents. This year almost 300 stu- 
dents are expected to make use oi 
the service, there is no waiting list 
whatsoever. 

"There is absolutely no reason 
why students have to be sleeping 
In cars, park benches, or on res- 
idence floors", Mr. Dumas stated 

emphatically. 

The number of students making 
use of the servise is roughly tialf 
of the number of lodgings avail- 
able. 

Mr. Dumas expressed concern 
over the fact that most landladies 
request female occupants. Yet last 
year only 12 of the approximately 
200 applicants were female. This 
year even fewer females have ap- 
plied. 

"While this state of affairs com- 
pounds difficulties, " Mr. Dumas 
added, "we can accomodate all stu- 
dents, male or female." 

Each student applying to the ser- 
vice is given three names and ad- 
dresses. If the student does not 
select suitable accomodations from 
these prospects, he may return for 
a second set of addresses. A prob- 
lem arising from this system is 
that students do not Inform the 
LUSHS of their selection. Conse- 
quently, an up-to-date listing of a* 
vailable housing Is ditflcultto main- 
tain, 

"This is a student service aiw 
student cooperation is needed"sta- 
ted Mr. Dumas. All apartments are 
reserved for married couples. So 
tew apartments ara offered that It 
has become necessary to take this 
step. 

Prices range from $8- 10 for room 
only; $11-13 for room and break- 
fast; and from $22-25 for room and 
board. ' 

Students who wish to take advan- 
tage of the housing service are ad- 
vised to see Mr, Gilbert Dumas 
in room A- 300 on the third floor 
of the Arts and Humanitaries Buil- 
ding. 
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Cloutier Discloses Increased Enrolment Figures 



A meeting was held Monday, Sep- 
tember 16 to Introduce ail faculty 
members to the university commun- 
ity. Dean Clautier stated that for the 
year 68/69 there are 161 full tiiiu» fa- 
culty members of whom 40 are new. 
These include 1 34 in the Arts and Sc- 
ience departments, 9 in the Univers- 
ity of Sudbury, 5 in Huningtonand '3 
in the Professional Schools. 



Dean Clautier added that last ve- 
ar 990 students were promote lot 
whom 900 are returning.

My purpose in writing this is not 
to give the pros and cons of iguus 
but rather to show its particular 
significance in the Unite* 1 States. 
Recent events have led the Ameri- 
cans to take steps already taken 
in other countries with regards to the 
ownership and selling of guns. But 
there is a gap and a distinction to be 
made here: namely that there exists 
an enormousdUferenee between the 
meaning of guns for guns for Ameri- 
cans and that of say- Europeans, 

Shortly after thedeath of Hobert 
Kennedy, a great outcry went up all 
over the UnitedStates concerning the 
handling aJid possession of guns by 
American citizens. The gun has In 
American history and society a 
special significance, it is" the shot 
heard around the world" which made 
the United States the first modem 

democracy* it Is th.e gun that opened 
the West and gave the new democracy 

Its enormous wealth. It is the gun 
which ended the deadlock between the 
North and the South and, supposedly, 
forced the emancipation of the Ne- 
groes. It is the gun which has pro- 
vided the Amerlcmns with the pres- 
tige and tradition of imperialism and 

world wars. 

The deaths of John Kennedy. Mar- 
tin Luther King and Hobert Kennedy 
within a relatively short period of 
time, ami the terrible violence of 
racial unrest have provided the 
"need*" for gun legislation. These 
Incidents are catalysts, and perhaps 
even as some maintain the cause of 
the proposed gun Laws. In other 
words the gun laws were emotional- 
ly conceived and are born in an emo- 
tional crisis. 

In their constitution the Americ- 
ans have Incorporated a small 
phrase which few other democra- 
cies possess: 

the right to own and bear arms* 
This Is the ultimate assurance agai- 
nst tyranny, it Is a criterion of 
American democracy. The gun laws 
are an appeal to the guilty conscience 
of America. Theyareaskwoforthe 
guilt of America which will not re* 
medy of themselves the deplorable 
situation which exists In the United 
States. The people who favour this 
bill candidly admit that it will not 
stop a madman who is Intent upon 
assassination, or a sane man for that 
matter, or that it will put an end to 
riots and violence. What is Us 
purpose then? To limit the ability of 
the people to own and bear arms. 
Like the gun itslef, the gun laws are 
a symbol. A symbol of penance, 
admission of guilt. 
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The elected representatives are 
profiting of the " agony of the mo- 
ment" are producing discriminatory 
laws which reject both the sover- 
eignty and the equality of the 
people. They are saying in fact we 
doirt trust you, you are violent, you 
are all, potentially assassins. It 
is no longer the government of the 
people by the people; instead the 
elected representatives are setting 
themselves apart as judges, and as 
something alien to the people. The 
government is no longer part of the 
people, instead it has withdrawn It- 
self into a suspicious ruling bureau- 
cracy. In other words their is a 
growing breach between the people 
and the government of the people. 
From this a larger Implication 
can be drawn: that democracy (at 
least the .type which we have been 
led to believe in, or which has been 
popularized) is a myth, and lias 
been for years. Democracy is rule 
by the people if I may be allowed 
to oversimplify, ruleby the majority 
based on concepts such as that the 
people as a whole are rational equal 
an d trustworthy. The legislators 
and th e people have negated the mean 
Ing of this type of democracy; the 
former by mistrusting the people in 
so conspicuous a way and the latter 
demonstrating that they are"seem- 
ingly " untrustworthy through their 
violence. Nowhere Is this mutual 
mistrust more evident (In the free 
world) than in the United States. It 
is shown In the elaborate precautions 
taken at the Heplubllcan and especi- 
ally the Democratic conventions 
where there were six army, police 
F.B.I, and Secret Service men for 
every delegate to the convention. 
Walter Kronklte the well known 
C.B.S. reporter complained of 
the outright news management and 
hampering or muzzling of the press. 
He said referring to the unusual 
number of enforcers present In de- 
blocking of the news media: "must 
we now face the fact that we are 
in a society rapidly approaching a 
police state'."' 

This mistrust I spoke of earlier 
Is not only visible In the dun Laws 
but also in Ihe areas of civil liber- 
ties which many precedential candi- 
dates spoke against as being too re- 
relaxed, too liberal, and not empha- 
sizing enough the responsibilities of 
man in society. Perhaps then we 
are moving from a Locksian to a 
Hohbslan interpretation of democ ra- 
cy characterized by the limitation 
of civil liberties, Ihe emphasis of 
social responsibility, and the mis- 
trust o I the government for the 
peooplo. 

Certainly a good and convincing 
case can be made for the gun laws. 
In fact In comparison th* United 
States are behind the times with 
regards to gun legislation. That 
however is not the Issue; that they 
should pass these laws for a basic, 
hidden reason, clothing the Issue in 
thin rationality refusing to under- 
stand the wider implications of the 
Sues! ion . In "Murder in the 
athedral" Eluot phrases It in this 
manner ....to do the right thing for 
the wrong reason."

How came we ever yield Jo such 
temptation successfully when wo continue to react towards the frshman 
in tho same authoritative manner that we condemn in our administra- 
tors. Let us discontinue the present system of initiation nnrt create 
new ideas for Frosh Week 1009-70.

education requirements (or first 

year students has been cleared, by 

Maurice Regi^bal, Hea* of Physi- 
al Education at Laurentian* . 

Mr. Regimbal explained to 
Lambda reporters that the Senate 
had nansed, In orlnciple only 
a bin approving physical education 

as a part of the first year pro- 
gramme. TheSenatedldnotprovlde 
tor disciplinary action to be taken 
against students who did not take 
the proscribed courses. 

In past years students were under 
the Impression that physical edu- 
cation was a compulsory course 
and that one could not graduate if 
the supposed physical educational 
requirements were no fiU*V**W 
students, especially those in Engin- 
eering, had complained that their 
academic time-tables were toohea- 
vy without becoming involved in 
Physical Education. 

The problem was .first brought to 
lkbt by Dean David Hlldrup of 
Tfiomeloe College. "There never 
has been a Senate Ruling making 
pjhysical education compulsory, 
stated Dean Hlldrup. TheDeanhow- 
ever did urge all students to mafce 
maximum use of the athledlc facil- 
ities offered by the University.

T o do as Marcusei has done , 
would be to see Society progressing 
along a similar pattern of expressed 
free acts. This raises the meaning 
of the questions "Is society capable 
of a free act?" Does society move- 
ment towards a parallel. Higher 
End" exists? ir free" has meaning 
here "free acting society" it mustl 
be defined in terms of free actin 
individuals. And even if an indivi- 
dual could be "free" (in the free 
or unfree , one or the other sense 
The "Free acting society" could 
necessarily comprise of a total 
conglomerate of free acting, indi- 
viduals searching for a Higher 
End"-staUstIcally imposrible(eg.i 
one cut his finger and swore)* Thu 
the free acting society searching for 
a higher end is a myth, in these 
terms. 

Hence if we are to attempt t 
unify the structure of individual an 
societal action, it would seem that 
reason and this concept of free will 

are a blind ailley. 
Using againt the old concept o 

reason being the ultimate special 
identity "weapon" of man, we cannot 
allow this non-symmetric situation 
stand Insofar as it is an impasse 
to the Aristotelian aspirations for 
mastery of the environment. Thus 
we must introduce alternatives. 

We may then choose Marcuse'ss 
Eros-Death wish- Nirvana Theser 
to explain a unifying perspective ant 
a fiprallel form for the nature of 
individual and societal activity* 

We may In further study choose 
many different unifying concepts of 
individual and societal activity. 

The net result however is to ne- 
gotiate the significance of the in- 
dividual act and hypothetical free 
will and to assert a certain "field" 

In which Individual and Societal 
action occur conditioned by the ac- 
tion of assorted "poles", vitally 
interconnected, resistant or isola- 
tion. With the signiflcane of onej 
act in a sequence blurred and bee- 
comes no longer possible to apply 
the logic of means and end. on which | 
the encyclical is baxed, particularly 
par 3, section 14. 

Let us consider the possiblity- 
that mastery of human oxistance 
implied as the *end aim-result of 
the Aristotelian view of individual 
and societal ascendancy would result 
in the destruction of the reality 
principal. 

Could alternate control of human 
life (seen as belonffinc to "God" 
be the last noire in the puzzle of 

mystery 

And in Paul's re affirm am at! on, 
to stand for aeons, is there a cal- 
culated defense of this Aristotelian 
"Reality Principal"? 
We must admit, however, aside 
, from this intriguing possibility that 
i iMarcuse's Implications on the na- 
I ture 01 religion lead us to believe 
that the statement and the ensuelng 
rebellion are amant Testation of Pri- 
mal Father (denying gratification in 
fall) versus rebellious sons. The 

future historical result is probably 
alsoparallel-ie. Primal Father will 

be "destroyed" but guilt feelings 
from individual to societal level 
(already to be seen) will replace 
him with social controls (rigidly 
planned Parenthood) as absolution of 
guilt. 

An interesting psychological note- 
this essay fits the pattern of "Re- 
bellious Sons", the argument on the 
frevlous page-deification of Primal 
other, i.e. could he really have 
that much access to an "Aristotelian 

Holy Spirit?"

THE IDEA BEHIND A CAMPUS CENTRE 



It is vaguely and generally agreed that the Campus Centre is in ef- 
fect the most important building on campus, for the simple fact that it 
is Intended to provide a warmer and more congenial atmosphere for 
interpersonal relations than M academic "buildings. 

It is the building that should possess the most "spirit", and the buil- 
ding for which one should truly be able to develop a certain attach- 
ment. It must be the one converging point for the university. 

To achieve alt these objectives and desirable conditions, one must do 
more than transpose a filtered mixture of existing campus centres, a 
filter arrived at after four or Ave users committee meetings. Such a 
building cannot , to be successful, be delt with as another construction* 
A genuine feeling must be generated for the building- something which 
is clearly lacking with regards to the Laurentian University campus 
Centre. That feeling should be most logically generated for the buil- 
ding- somethIng_which is clearly lacking with regards to the Lauren? 
Centre. That feeling should be most logically generated among the prin- 
cipal users of the centre- the students, and in order to make It poss- 
ible for such a feeling to exist, we submit that students must be made 
aware of the fact that, again, as principal users, they possess control 
of the building through their Students General Association. 

It must be noted that on campuses where the Students Association 
controls operation of the building, this feeling does exist and the buil- 
ding. Is a successful one, while other arrangements ofker much less ev- 
idence of success. 

Reports on feasabilltv of SGA flnacing construction; 

So that we might evaluate avenues of control of the centre, we ask 
ed for outside counsel with regards to the flnacing of this building, we 
specifically asked for a study on the feasabtlity of our flnacing construc- 
tion. N 

The resulting report clearly indicated that such a step was in fact 

infeaslble for the following reasons: 

1) The SGA is not eligible for provincial government grants which 
in this case would amount to 95% of the total cost (of the non revenue 

producing area of the building). 

2) The land would have to be leased from the university. Leasing 
is the only provision by which the land can be developed tax free. 

3) Financing the total or major portion of the cost of the centre by 
SGA is not possible because of the high cost. Debt financings loans, 
mortgages, etc.) requires initial heavy outlays of capital which the 
SGA does not have available, as well as a credit rating of considerable 
weight which the SGA could not obtain. (The total SGA budget size is 
too small compared to the total cost of the building). Fund raising 
through a development campaign or through the Issuing of bonds Is not 

Rossible because the SGA is not an incorporated body. Even if it were, 
ind-raising by the SGA with or without the saction of the university 
is unlikely to produce much capital in view of the resources remiired 
for the development of a large enough campaign. Resources would in- 
clude personal contact with major contributors and an inltail outlay of 
funds about equal to the SGA budget. The isssuing of bonds involves 
extensive legal commitments and complcations and is generally not a 
feasible undertaking even by the university. 

Alternate financing proposals 

We make therefore the following alternate proposal for financing 
a proposal that has been indicated as feasible: that the SGA provide 
the financing of operating costs of the Centre, which costs would be 
integrated with those of the SGA. The building would be owned by the 
university and leased from the University to the SGA. Revenue from 
commercial areas In the form of rent and profits should be used to 
offset operating costs and should therefore be controlled by the SGA. As 
well, monies present in the Student Development Fund could be applied 
to operating costs as well. 

It should be clearly understood that such control by the students 
would not shut out other members of the university. On the contrary 
such participation would be all the more welcome and interesting. 

KecammentaUons cocernlng Campus Centre: 

We wish to make, in addition to the recommendation with regards 
to operating costs, the following recommendations with regard to plan- 
ning and policy. 

Alack of meaningful participation In planning by members of the stu- 
dent body was in evidence though on the surface presence of five stu- 
dent representatives on the eight man users committee seems to con- 
tradict the assertion. We submit there that these representatives all re- 
lated their impression fo dfealing with faits accompiis. This is borne 
out by the fact that there were so few users' committee meetings.we 
would therefore recommend establishment of a new Planning Committee 
consisting of 7 students, 2 faculty, 2 administrative personnel, and 2 
staff members, a representation as proportionate as possible while 
retaining a sizable membership if minority users. 

Sub-committees should be formed to facilitate a more detailed study 
of different aspects of planning, as well as. to engender the feeling 
that wo have mentioned previously. 

Furtherfore, a consultant should be hires by the Planning Committee 
to bo used as an information and resource person. 

Financial, programaOc, and administrative priorities of tye Centre 
once erected, should be set by an Advisory Board resposible to the SGA; 
this board could have the same composition as the Planning Committee. 

The overall point we have been atempting bears reiterafiom Students 
are the largest group of users of the Campus Centre and meaningful 
involvement of these users can only result in a building that will truly 
serve its purpose; It must be remembered that all of us take best care 
of things that belong to us, because we have a stake in them. We sug- 
gest that this principle is applicable for the Campus Centre*
